Two 
of my drivers and I went into the 
Coffee Cup, a cafe in Ontario, to 
get a meal. We did not know that 
A. O. May, business manager of 
the Teamsters Union at San Ber- 
nandino; R. L. Whitman of. Red- 
lands, its president, and Frazier 
Lapham, assistant manager, were 
also there. Shortly after we gave 
our order, the proprietor came to 
us and explained that as much as 
he regretted it, he could not serve 
us a meal, because we were non- 
union, He explained, further, that 
if he did serve us, the union men 
present would declare a boycott 
on his place, and that would mean 
his ruination.

“A few days later I discussed) 
this incident with ore of the union 
men involved. To me it had been 
a humiliating insult, and certainly 
it meant loss of business to the 
Coffee Cup. The union man stated 
that in his opinion the action was 
entirely proper. That was a union 
restaurant, and the right to dis- 
play the union card involved, also 
the right of the union to say whom 
they shall serve. 

“The moment the proprietor of 
the Coffee Cup signed his agree- 
ment and put up that card he lost 
his liberty. Liberty is a precious 
thing, easy to lose and desperate- 
ly hard to regain once it is lost. 

“It is because I do not believe 
in the thing mentioned that I am 
carrying on our fight.”

representatives. 

A long-time program, ranging 
over at least 10 years, is being 
planned by the foresters and its 
cost will run into several million 
dollars, although no definite esti- 
mates have been made, it was re- 
ported by Claude K. Barker, act- 
ing supervisor of the San Bernar- 
dino national forest. 

It is expected the committee 
will seek $2,000,000 in its first re- 
quest. 

Under contemplation is a plan 
of placing a water pipeline across 
the top of the forest area to pro- 
vide an adequate supply of water 
to fight forest fires.

Living the simple outdoor life of 
the Indians, Mrs, Roe stated, they 
soon gained their confidence and 





During the 17 years that fotl- 
lowed Dr. Roe established 14 mis- 
sions with 62 missionaries. 

CUSTOMS RELATED 


Mrs. Roe told of many of the 
and their 
characteristics, among them being 
thetr aversion to using the lang- 
uage of any other tribe. For inter. 
tribal communication they often 
relied upon sign language, she 
said, and as an illustration she re-| 
lated in sign language a lengthy 
story of an Indian who had been 
Gishontsely treated. As the story 
progresses Mrs. Roe translated the 
signs into words for the audience 

After Dr. Roe’s death Mrs. Roe 
went to South America to study 
the condition of the Indians in 
those countries and she told many 
interesting things concerning 
them. 

INDIANS THRIVING 

There are Indians, she said, in 
all South American countries with | 
the exception of Uruguay. In bear- 
ing out her statement that the 
Indians are not a vanishing race, 
Mrs. Roe says they are found in 
thriving condition throughout the 
two American continents. In 
South America she visited a num- 
ber of large tribes, each of which 
includes more Indians than are 
found in this country. 

In concluding, Mrs. Roe spoke 
of the influence of the missions 
and told of a number of fine young 
men and women whom they took 
into the missions when undernour- 
ished babies. They are now gradu- 
ates of such institutions as Yale, 
Harvard and Vassar, and are 
ready to returm to teach their peo- 
ple in both North and South 
America.
